*‘If coke men do not come down, and freizhts
on railroads are not reduoced the producers of
raw iron will be compelled to stop, as there
are mow wmo margins of profit !e!l
to them, While furnacemen are reaping
litele, if awy, profit a1 present price of
pig iron, coke manufacturers are
galthering in pice dividends. Proapects are
that there will be s stoppage of many fur-
naces in the Pittsburg region unless rail-
roads und coke manuimcturers lower prices.”
Prices of grey forge and Bessemer irous
stand ax last week, but there is undoubtedly
some catling going on by bolders whose
nepessities compel them so to do.

The tightuess of money bas forced con-
cessions from furnacemen who are not fo!'e-
handed, and well zuthenticated rumors in-
dicute that grey forge iron has sold a shade
below $15 within a few days. Steel rails
snd ouils are quiet, with no marked change
in prices, The situation shows weakness all
aloug the line of iron and steel products,
and there is little likelihood of improve-
